Railroad News 


Fewer Idle Freight Cars 
WASHINGTON, March 
6 —The 
mmber of freight cars in use is 
steadily growing, according to 
a 
statement issued by the association 
of railway executives, Washington 
office. 
4 
"The number of freight cars idle 
because of business conditions total­ 
ed 437,678 on February 23, compared 
with 449,819 on February 15,” 
the 
statement says. This is a reduction 
of 12,141, according to reports just 
received from the railroads of 
the 
country by the car sendee division 
of the American railway association. 
“Comparisons show that of the to­ 
tal 264,814 were surplus freight cars 
in good repair and ready for imme­ 
diate service if traffic demands war­ 
ranted, which was a reduction of 13,* 
667 compared with the number 
of 
such cars at 
the 
middle of the 
month. The remaining 172,864 were 
cars in need of repairs over and 
above the number normally regarded 
as being unfit because of physical 
condition for use until repairs had 
been made. 
“Surplus box cars in good order 
numbered 105,938, a decrease 
of 
6616 since February 15, while sur­ 
plus coal cars in good repair totaled 
305,570, a dec reas3 of 6480 within the 
same period. 
Surplus coke cars; 
showed a dec reas j of 104 within ap­ 
proximately a week, while a decrease 
of 449 was reported for stock cars i 
within the same time, which brought | 
the total down to 20,732. 
“Of the 2,282.136 freight cars on 
line on February 15, reports showed 
332,614, or 14.5 per cent, in bad or­ 
der, compared with 331,050, or 14.5 
per cent, on February 15. Allowing 
7 per cent of the cars on line as be- j 
ing normally in 
need 
of repairs 
would leave 172,864 as the number 
in excess of that amount which are 
idle and out of repair.**
